Diplomatic Pressure Will Be 
Brooglit to Bear Upon Co- 
lombia by Foroign Powtn» 



THE FIRST STEP HAS BEEN TAKEN 



Gen. Reycfl TnfortneA of the Futility 
of Any Attempt by Ciolomliia 
to Betftke PMuna. 



It Will Result Only in Precipitating 
the Bogota Qovarnment Into a Con- 
filet With United Statee Whieh 
Would Be Rulneue. 



Washington, Dec. 22— Diplomatic 
preaaure will be brought to boar upon 
ColMDbla br eeTeral Baropean powers 
to provant war between that country 
and the United States. The flrst step 
in this direction has already boon 
taken Ijy Bovcral forolRn powor^ 
throngh their representatives hero 
who have Informed Gen. Rafael Reyes 
of the fatuity of any attempt by Co 
lombia to retake Panama, declaring 
that It will result only In precipitat- 
ing the Bogota government into war 
with the United States and have said 
lo him that the result of such a catas- 
trophe Colombia, herself must realize 
ff this is not BttfBctent, the repreaenta- 
tiTes of those countries at Bogota will 
be Instrnetod to Inform I'resident Mar- 
roquin that Colombia can expect no 
sympathy from the European powers 
in any move she may make on Pana 
pa which would inevitably involve her 
in war with the United States. 

Tlio members of the diplomatic 
corp.s have l)een informed hy Geu. 
Reyes hinuelf that he fc-us lie can 
with dinicully check his people much 
longer. Gen. Reyea ia not talking for 
publication, but in the several Euro- 
pean ambassadors he has confided his 
fears with frankness and has said that 
he is doing •everything in his power 
to prevent an <iutl)reak before the can- 
elusion of his mission, but that al- 
though his influence with the army is 
considerable, he is so far away that 
it Is difficult for him to make this fcit 
as strongly as if he were on the ground 
and In command. 

Diplomats whom Oen. Reyes has ap- 
proached on the subject say that what 
he most fears Is the reaOlt of the an- 
Boancement at Bogota of the failure 
of his mission. He himself realizes 
that the most he can hope from the 
government of the United States is an 
offer that it will use moral snaalon to 
prevail on Panama to assume her por- 
tion of the Colombian debt. Further 
Gen. Reyes baa been toM be can ex- 
pect nothing. 

Realization of true situation. It Is 
said, win not prevent Gen. Reyes from 
calling on the United States for a ref- 
erence to The Hague of several of the 
anesttons at issue. 

It Is on this point that European dip- 
lomats have told Gen. Reyes that It Is 
expcf tin^^ too much to expect this 
KOvernni(>nt to submit any phase of 
the Panama matter to The Hague. 
Several ambassadors have earnestly 
advised. the general to Impress on his 
people the fact that Europe wants the 
Isthmian canal and that Colombia can 
expect no sympathy from tliat quar- 
ter. It has further licen pointed out 
by these diplomats that the proffered 
sympathy of several South American 
republicB can avail Colombia bothln« 
in the event of war witb the United 
States. 

It is hoped that the receipt of this 
news In Bogota will do much to calm 
the feeling there and hold the Colom- 
bians in check until Oen. Reyes can 
Tetnm. 

Great Britain and The Netherlands 
have taken pains to let Gen. Reyes 
know indirectly that Colombia reck- 
ons without her host if she interprets 
their delay in recognising tbe repub- 
lic of Panama as an evidence of their 
eynpatby for Colombia or as doe to 
other than a desire to protect the In- 
terests of their financiers who are the 
largest holders of government bonds. 
It is said to be unlikely that our naval 
commanders In isthmian waters will 
igo to tbe extent of dislodging the Co- 
lombian troops which have landed on 
the Island of Pines. On this point, 
however, the policy of the government 
bM not lieen definitely decided. 

Gunboat Helena at New Chwang. 

Washington, Dec. 22. — The navy de-

;tto gunboat Helena at New Chwang, 
China, where she has gone Into a mud 
dock for the winter. For some time 
the department was without advices 
ttea tbe Helena.

NEW 8TATB CAPITOL. 



It la Possible Without Extra Taxation 
•aya Audlter OoHn«> 

Frankfort. Ky ," Dec. 82.— In bis re- 
port to the general aKsembly. Just 
completed. Auditor Coulter hajs the 
following to sajr in the matter of the 
appropriation Cor a new state capitol: 

«Inqnta7 baa been made of tbe au- 
ditor by varloua members of the gen- 
eral assembly and by quite a number 
of citizens of the state as to whether 
or not the present revenues of the 
state would provide sufficient funds to 
build and furnish new ci^iltol build- 
ings. I have given thle careful con- 
sideration and thorough investigation, 
and for answer will say that If the gen- 
eral assembly shnuld decide to make 
an appropriation for the erection of a 
new capltol the present revenues, if 
left unimpaired, and vlgor90sly admin- 
istered, win be able to ftimlsh In ex- 
cej?s of the current expenses at least 
$400,000 per annum until the purpose 
of the appropriation be accomplished. 

"It will not be necessary to borrow 
a dollar, nor in c re a se the preaent rate 
of taxation to secure money necessary 
for capltol building pnrposee. 

"By a painstaking and vigilant ad- 
ministration of the fiscal department 
of the government, and the practice of 
rigid frugality with regard to expenses 
of all depMtmente of government 
throughout the state, a surplus equal 
to the demands of the proposed pub- 
lic buildings can be quite easily ac- 
cumulated. 

"It will require at least three and 
possibly four yeara to complete the 
capltol buildings. It will be more eco- 
nomical, and certainly more business- 
like, to provide In the appropriation 
hill that a certain stipulated sum he 
set apart for this purpose out of each 
year's revenues, until the agsresato 
amount appropriated Is consumed." 

An Important Decision. 
Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 22. — As a result 

of the decision of the court Of appeals 
In the Kentucky Traction Co. case, the 
Sheibyville extension of the Louisville 
& Eastern railway will be built and 
an Issue of |4,000,000 of bonds will oe 
made by the Kentucky Traction Co. 
The decision will open tbd way for the 
building r.f many new electric lines 
and will bring many mllions of dollars 
of foreign capital into tbe state. 

Louisville Fireman Died Suddenly. 

Louisville, Ky.. Dec. 22.— John f). 
Hughes, for 25 years a member of the 
Louisville fire department, died of 
spasms of the heart with his hand on 
the lever of No. 13 engine at .Tr.i)8 
Pfianz avenue while at a fire Monday 
morning. He was an engineer and ap- 
peared to be perfectly well when the 
alarm ca me in. 

Will Erect m tkyeeraper. 

Louisville. Ky., Dec 22. — The Ma- 
sonic Temple building, recently de- 
stroyed i)y fire, will l)e replaced by a 
modern skyscraper. In place of the 
ruins now on Fourth avenue, between 
Jefferson and Green streets, will rise 
a modem, fireproof steel office build- 
ing of not leea than ten stories In 
height 

A rieeelyer le in Charge. 

Richmond, Ky., Dec. 22. -A majoriiy 
of the creditors of the firm of (' Kcs- 
enstein & Co met a' tin- Unid Glyn- 
don in this city, when the firm turned 
their stock of clothing and furnishing 
goods ovcp to Attorney D. M. Chenault, 
a special receiver agreed on by the 
creditors.

Pickrducr of Houses From Which Fu- 
nerals Are to iStart Will Be 
Prevantad Iqr Police. 



Officers Ordered to Accompany Funer- 
als In Carriagee, If Circumstances 
Requira It, to tee That They 
Are Net Meieeted. 

Chicago, Dec, 22. -h Picketing of 
houses from which funerals arc to 
start, whether peaceful or violent, by 
union livery drivers who went on 
Btrik* four days ago, and wtalcb baa 
seriously Interfered with tho burial of 
the dead in Chicago, Is to be prevent- 
ed by the police under direct orders 
issued by Chief of Police O Neil. J. 
U. Wads worth, secretary, and Charles 
Stevens, busineea agent of tbe livery- 
men's union, were summoned before 
Chief O'Xell Monday niglit and told in 
decidedly plain langua«(> that any dif- 
ferences the imion might have would 
havo to be settled away from the 
houses of mourning. 

"Tiya picketing of the homes from 
which funerals are being held is be- 
yond the toleration of a civilized com- 
munity," said Chief O'Neil. "Your 
zeal has carried you beyond tho pale 
of endurance, and such an unhcard-uf 
thing as carrying labor troubles to the 
houses of the dead will not be allowed 
by the police. Under no circumstances 
will I permit picketing of any kind 
arounii a house where a funeral is ro 
proceed. And I must say that it ougiit 
not to he necessary for me to take this 
step. 

"Law or no law, picketing of every 
kind around these houses will have to 

stop. I shall take niy chances with 
the courts on the «niestlon. if my con- 
duct Is questir)ned in any court " 

Chief O'Neil then issued a general 
order to all the inspectors of police, 
on the line of his conversation with 
the two union officials. He Instructed 
the commanding ofTicers to acconip;iny 
funerals in carriages. If circumstances 
seemed to r(>quire it. to see that the 
last rites of the dead were in no way 
interfered "with. 

While the courts have Inclined to 
permitting peaceful pirKeting. Chief 
O'Neil's order tends to iireliibit picli- 
etlng of any kind arouml the houses of 
mourning. 

On top of Chief O'Neil's order came 
th« announcement Monday night that 
peace plans looking to a settlement of 
the strike had been launched. Through 
the efforts of the Chicago hoard of ar- 
bitration, which was largely instru- 
mental In the settlement of the laun- 
dry strike last summer, a committee 
of four was appointed at a meeting of 
the four liverymen and undertakers' 
associations to meet with a committee 
of four from tlie drivers' union and 
endeavor to bring about an amicable 
adiustmont of tho trouble. 

The committee got together Monday 
night and agreed upon a basis of arbi- 
trating the difficulty. The proiioslflon 
will be submitted to a vote of the men 
on both sides Tuesday and It is said 
that the result probably will be an 
agreement to settle everything by ar 
bitration.

New N ( i !;. Dec. 22.— The famous 
"Two Nines" fire alarm, summoning 
more fire spparatos thaii any other 

alarm provided for by New York's fire 
department, was sounded Monday 
niglit for a terrific fii-e which destroy- 
ed tile six-story factory building of the 
Hel l iiiaiMi tiirniture ami plumbing cab- 
inet works in Mott street, run under 
the name of the H. Herrmann Lumber 
Co. A quarter of a million dollars 
damage was done. Battalion Chief 
Martin Coleman is believed to have 
perished in the fall of two great walls 
of the factory. 

DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION. 



Tlie Explosion, Which Came Without 
Premonition, Broke Window Panes 
For Sevtrai Blaeka In VlalaHy 
—Work tf ftaaena DHNovn. 

St. Louis, Dec. 22.— A battery of sev- 
en l)oilers exi)loded in tho power house 
of the St. Louis Transit Co. exploded 
Monday night, killing three employee, 
injuring sis and wrecking the bnfld- 
ing. The force of the explosion broke 
window panes for several blocks in 
tho vicinity. Without premonition the 
boilers lot go, the brick walls fell out- 
ward and the heavy truss roof drop- 
ped, covering tbe debris in wbioh at 
aaoet 10 employes were imprteoned. 

Instantly all tho electric lights weot 
out and tho darluu'ss prevented 
prompt work in rescuing the Injure 1, 
whose cries could be plainly beard. 
Fire broke out in one portion of tbe 
debris, but waa axtingulshed before it 
had gained much headway. 

Tbe dead: W. Wilson, steamfitter; 
IjOuIs Itarber, colored; Frauk Steel;?, 
colored. 

Injured: Wni. Gantt, will die; Den- 
nis O'Leary, Peter Valley, colored; Sl- 
nioo Mixen, colored, will probably die; 
Charles O. Thompson, colored; Joseph 
Grooms, c(dored. All but Wilson were 
Btoliers and boiler cleaners. A fire 
alarm and ambulance^ calls were sent 
in immediately and soon an army ot 
rescuers were at work with lantemt 
and torches. Wilson and Barber were 
the flrst found, and both were barely 
alive, but died on the way to the hod- 
pital. 

'i'lie fallin.g of t!:e heavy roof so 
completely covered the debris that the 
rescuers could make their way but 
slowly into the center of the mass, 
where the majority of the employes 
were at work when the explosion oc- 
curreil, and it is thought proliable that 
the list of dead may be lengthened by 
d.ayligbt. 

The cause of tbe explosion is not 

known. Several street car lines wore 
brought lo a stand-still for a time for 
lack of power, but other jiowcr liouse.s 
were hastily connected and the cars 
were soon put into operation. 

At 1 : 30 o'clock a gang of ISO work- 
men had reached tbe center of the 
ruins and found tbe dead body of in 
imldentifled Negro. Seven more in- 
jured men had been rescued, making 
13 injured and four deail. 

It is generally heli -ved that more 
bodies will be found. Robert Fulton, 
tbe engineer, is missing and Is believ- 
ed to be dead. , 

One boiler was hurled nearly two 
blocks tiy the force of the e\pl.)-:ion 
and fell into the street, narrowly ml.si- 
Ing some pedestrians.

Ninn' Fereone Kllltd and Over SO In* 
Jured at Godfrey, Kan. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 22. -The Me- 
teor, the fast train on the St. I^ouis ft 
San Francisco railway, which left Ft. 

Worth Sunday afternoon for Kansas 

City, was wrecked at Godfrey, 15 miles 
.south of Ft. S'oit. Kan.. Mon.l.iy 
nioining. The train ran into a switch 
and all t x( ept the sh-eper were derail- 
ed and turned over. Nine persons 
were killed and over 30 Injured. T:;e 
dead and Injured were taken to i't 
Scott and arrived In thai ( ity at II 
o'clock. 

When the train reached Godfrey it 
was behind and running at full speed 
to make up time. The crew of a 
freight train that had preceded the 
Meteor left the switch open and tho 
passenger train junipe<l the track and 
rolled down an embankment. All save 
the sleeper turiu <1 over. So fast waa 
the train running that the engine and 
the forward car welit nearly 60 fe»t 
off tbe roadbed before they stopped. 
The sleeper remained upright and 
none of the passengers in this car 
were inj\ire(l. The tiaggage cars wero 
completely wrecked, and tho smoker 
was hadly damaged. Five of those 
killed were in the forward end of tho 
smoker and four of them were instant- 
ly killed. A news agent who was bad- 
ly mangled died on the relief train 
that carried tha dead and injured to 
Ft. Scott. 



Six Passengers Injured.

Late President of Civil Service 
Commission a True Son 
of Kentucky. 



DeHfrved Tribate ta a Native of Mason 
CoBBty Wha Aehlefad Oreat Dia-

Until he was appointed a member of 
the Civil Service Commission by Presi- 
dent Clevelaod. Jobn'B Praetor opent al- 
mo->t all of his time in Kentucky, aod 
but few men had a wider acquaintance 
among the people cf the State from one 
end to the other. His duties as the 
head of the State Qeological Survey 
caused his presence in every section. 
Wherever he went he made friends, as 
he possessed a genial disposition, w^bich 
rfinlcrcd him popular with all elaiiaa 
with which he came in contact 

At the aame time he poos^aed a firm 
determination and a sense of fairness to 
all men which could not be changed. It 
waa thia devotion to what he believed 
was fair to his subordinates in the geo- 
logical aervice which brought him into 
conflict with the spoilamen of hia party, 
and resulted not only in his leaving the 
State, but also in the cessation of work 
on the State Geological Survey. 

Gov. Jolin Young Brown, when be 
went into offloe, insisted that a number 
of men who had been employed in the 
geological anrv^ for years abould be 
diamiaaed and their places given to in- 
experienced men who had rendered dis- 
tinguished political servioea in the cam- 
paign which reaulted in Gov. Brown'a 
election. Mr. Proctor flatly refused to 
accede to this request, and informed 
Gov. Brown that aa long as he was at 
the head of the survey the places would 
be given for merit, and not as a reward 
for political service, and that no man 
who did satisfactory work should be dis- 
charged to make room for political 
henchmen. The stand taken by Mr. 
Proctor aroused the ire of the Governor, 
and aftor a fight which lasted for aeveral 
months and aroused iutenee interest all 
over the State, Gov. Brown secured the 
paaaaga of a biU thfoogh tha Lagialature 
which put an and to the gaoloiBaal sur- 
vey. 

At that time the priadpla that political 

offices should go as a reward of merit 
and not for political services was occupy- 
ing a prominent place in the public 
mind, and the Civil Service Commission 
was for the fiiet time fulfilling the pur- 
pose for which it was instituted. Presi- 
dent Cleveland felt the need of a man 
who had the prineiplea of civil service 
at heart and would not hesitate to do 
what waa fair in tha face of oppoaition. 
The atond whioh Mr. Proetor took In the 
State fight attracted the President's at- 
tention, and as soon as there was a va- 
cancy in the commlarion Proctor was 
given tlie place. He wai ihortiy after- 
ward elected the President of the board, 
which position ha retained np to the 
time of hia death. To no man more 
than he is due the wide extension of the 
service during the past ten years, and 
under his direction the work of the com- 
mission haa been practically revolution- 
ized. 

Aa a scientist Mr. Proctor took high 
rank, although in latAr years bis datiea 

in Washington preveiitfd him from tak- 
ing the active interest in scentific sub- 
]eoto whieh he did before hia removal to 
that city. To his eflorts is due much of 
the development of the mineral resources 
of Kentucky in recent years, and many 
of the plans which he made while at the 
head of the survey have since resulted in 
great strides being made in thaladoatrial 
development of the State. 

Although born on a farm and spend- 
ing much of his life there, Mr. Proctor 
waa one of the beat educated men, both 
on aoientifleaadeeoBomloanbJacta, which 
Kentucky haa pioduced in many years. 
He waa at home in the discussion of 
almoat any aabjeot, and althoogh hia 



work on the Civil Service Oommiaaion 
waa moat oaerono, ha foand time to be a 

contributor to many of the scientific mag- 
sines, and his books and papers have 
taken a bigh rank amoDg tha eoatribu- 
tions to science in recent years. 

Mr. Proctor was a brilliant conver- 
sationalist, as the many friends which he 
had in Leoisville will test fy. Poeaesaed 
of a telling wit, a good story teller and a 
great fund of general information, he was 
a frequent and welcome viaitor to many 
liouisville homea during the years he 
was connected with thegeological survey. 

Col. R. T. Durrett who waa one of the 
cloeeat frienda which Mr. Prootor had la 
L')ui8ville, said that there were but few 
men with whom he enjoyed conversing 
more than with Mr. Proetor. 

"He has spent many an evening here 
in my library, and we have discussed 
almoat every subject under the sun, and 
he was equally at home in all of them,'' 
Col. Durrett said. 

It was with the geologists here and in 
other parta of the Utato that Mr. Proctor 
had hia doaeat friendablpa. Ha made 
this subject a lifelong study, and many 
of the books which he wrote while con- 
nected with the anrviy are atill regarded 
as authorities. When in Louisville his 
almost constant companion was Major 
William J. Davis, formerly Sec retary of 
the School Board. Major Davis said last 
night that the death of Mr. Proctor 
would be felt aa a distinct loss by geolo- 
giata in all parta of the country. Gen. 
Baail W. Duke waa another intimate 
friend of Mr. Proctor, their friendship 
dating from the time when they met in 
the Confederato army, which ha Joined. 

Immediately after leaving school he 
joined the Confederato army. Uia mili- 
tary axparlanoa waa wHhoot ineldant, 
and at the close of the war he returned 
to the Mason County farm and raaumed 
his scientific studiea. 

The State Geological Survey, under 
Prof. Shaler, was then in progress, and he 
was made assistant to the professor. His 
work in this line attracted immediate at- 
tention, 'and on the retirement of Prof. 
Shaler he was placed at the head of the 
aurvey in 1880. Under hia direction the 
work was pushed with vigor, and import- 
ant reeults were eecured at once. From 
the time at which he was made the head 
of tha aurvey Mr. Proctor adopted the 
principle that all appointments and pro- 
motions in the service under him must 
be governed by merit alone. Thia prin- 
ciple soon brought him into confl ct with 
politicians in all parts of thefState. He 
maintained the atand which he had taken 
in the face of all oppoaition, although he 
made many enemiee by doing ao. It is 
said that during hiaadminlatiation of the 
affairs of the baraan not one appoint- 
ment waa made for any other cause than 
for actual fltaaaa for tha poiltloB to be 
filled. 

In 1869 Mr. Proctor married Mioa Julia 

Pofter Dobyns. Tbreesons resulted frcn) 
this union. Andrew Morton Proctor is now 
a Lientonant In the United Stotea navy, 
and John R. Proctor, Jr., is a Lieutenant 
in the artillery aervice of the army. 

Mr. Proctor was a m»mbt-r of the Geo- 
logical Society of America, a Fellow of 
the American Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the President of the 
Cosmos Club of Washington, and a mem- 
ber of the Century Association of New 
York. ______
